Haw OBLKAXa, July A—At 0JO the 
SaUivaa train was at Fort Fayas, Ala., a 
boom town. Four months ago it had a 
popalatioa ef 860 aoala, bat last night there 
were at least three times that many persons 
at the station, and a young maa who 
boarded the train to “Shake hands with a 
Yank,” vouchsafed the information that it 
had a population of over 3,600 at present 
and was growing very rapidly. 

It waa a motley throng, as Sid Bent, a 
Boston sport, who alighted and mingled 
with them, learned. One man, long and 
gar nt. wearing a thick blue flannel shirt, 
and whom trousers were tacked into a pair 
of top boots, threw beck one side of his 
coat, and, placing a hand upon his hip, dis¬ 
played a gun aa long as a 40-pounder. 
Bent whispered to Lew McGregory, the St. 
Joe Kid: “Do yon want that?” indicating 
the gun by ■ nod. Aa he did so the Fort 
Payne boomer struck a new pose, and 
placing hit arms akimbo, an even mote 
vicious looking weapon was brought to view. 
Bent made a wild break for tha stepa at the 
jar, with the Kid at his heels. 

The people were wild to see Sallivaa, hat 
Mnidoon was preparing him for bed, and 
would not allow him to even raise the 
window aad acknowledge the ovation. 


Five hundred persona were at tha station 
at Birmingham when tha train stopped for 
ooal and water. The big ■ fellow had been 
tucked away in his bed, bat tha enthusiasts 
did not care a rap tor that; they wanted to 
look at him, and before the wheal* had 
ceased turning there were erica of “Sulli¬ 
van, Sullivan show yourself. We want to 
see John L. Three cheers Car John L.” 
Thia was kept ap continually whUe the 
train remained at the station, and Anally 
W. V. Mallory, who has been the ringer for 
Sullivan daring the entire trip was induced 
to get up and premut himself at the window. 
When they caught sight oi his huge arms, 
which were expoeed. there was a yell of 
jubilation, and the cheering waa redoubled 
and good wishes ware showered upon tha 
party. 

No atop* were mad* until, in accord an se 
with the plana printed in yeaterdav’a Dis¬ 
patch, abortly after 4:30 thia morning a 
halt waa made at York station, a mile or ao 
north of the Misaiasippi State line, where 
engine No. 210, oneot the crack locomotives 
of the road, waa standing on the aiding with 
one empty paaseneer coach attached. When 
the exnreas arrived Sullivan's two cars 
were, after considerable trouble, aneonpled 
from it and attached to the train en the aiding 
whieh then started ia advance of Urn ex¬ 
press. / 


Nothing of consequence occurred until fee 
special arrived at Meridaa, Mias. There 
Dan Morphy and others who were on the 
eperiel aamrt that the Sheriff of tho county 
stood, with a pease of about 16 men ready to 
jump on the train the instant it came to a 
stop aad pouaee upon Sallivaa. The train 
did not atop at that town, bnt wont bv it at 
tall speed.

Now Onutans, July A—Sullivan’s 
special train polled np nt Gentily station, 
just a mils cat of New Orleans, at 10 JO a. 
x. Here a party ef friends waa in waiting 
with carriages, whe took charge of Sullivan 
aad hie men, and drove them nt aaea to the 
boarding bouses selected fin- them on Ram¬ 
part street, immediately opposite tha club 
hoaw of tha Young Men’s Gym n as i u m 
Club, whose guest Sullivan will ba white 
here. 

It had been originally intended that Sul¬ 
livan should lodge at Spanish Fort, on 
Lake Ponchartrain, ia rooms above the 
Casino specially fitted np for him, hat it 
was feared that at this rainy season it 
might give him a dangerous tench of ma¬ 
laria, and it waa deemed best to bring him 
immediately to the city. 

Sullivan was dressed ta a loom white flan¬ 
nel shirt, open at the throat; a light coat 
and trousers of a light grayish hoc, and 
wore a soft slouch hat. 

“I never was in better condition in my 
life,” he told his friends who inquired after 
his health, and it waa agreed by all who 
knew him that ho looked so. liter in tha 
day be paid the hall of the gymnastic 
club n visit, and waa welcomed by the 
many members present. He visited the 
practicing room, and practiced there an 
hour, punching the bog, teasing tha hall, 
skipping the rope, and afterward took n i 
good rub-down. 

A large crowd waa present, rendering It 
difficult to enter the clnbroom, and all who 
saw Sullivan axercim left convinced that ha 
waa sound in limb and wind, and in the 
very beat condition. Very few persona were 
permitted to enter the room by Mnidoon, 
bnt the balco=*sa of the club house, which 
afforded » xoqd view of the exercising room,. 
were crowded with members and their 
friends. Across the street 300 er 400 blaeka 
and whites were gathered, awaiting the 
time when SulUvaa would return t* hia 

quarter*. 

The regular train wfe an houi'late reach¬ 
ing New Orleans. It waa met by a large 
crowd anxious to are Sullivan, nears of his 
arrival not having reached it. Sheriff 
Mallory, at Westcbcrter conn tv, area 
onoc more pitched upon bv the 
crowd as Sullivan.

CurcnnrAXi, July A—After leaving 
Cumberland yesterday, it was ana grand 
ovation everywhere that the Kilraia train 
stopped. At Deer Park, Oakland, Kevser 
and Grafton the platforms were crowded, 
and cheer after cheer went up for the pugil¬ 
ist. While all this was goingon, Kilrain was 
fast sateen in hia bank. Pat Rooney and 
his New York eontiigeat, with Dom Mc¬ 
Caffrey nt tho head, refused to retire 
until almost daybreak. They had made 
the night hideous with their songs and 
load talk. By 7.o’elock all had arisen pre¬ 
paratory to taking the 7:55 Southern express 
from Cincinnati for New Orleans, but tbe 
Baltimore and Ohio train was two hours 
late, on account at the washouts, as they 
missed it. . 

Kilrain and Mitchell were especially 
pleased with the change, as they felt it 
would do Jake good to take hit regular 
exercise in thia city to-day. Tho other 
members of the party were delighted to re¬ 
main oyer, aa it gave them an opportunity 
to celebrate the Fourth. They drove 
around the town, visiting almost every 
barroom and hotel, aa well as the baseball 
grounds, where the Baltimore* played the 
Cincinnati* two games. Murphy, Madden, 
Mitchell and others were introduced to the 
Baltimore players, who tendered tho 
party boxes to witness the afternoon 
game. It was learned that Kilroy 
Griffin. Homung and Mack had bet on the 
big fellow, but that did not prevent them 
from hospitably receiving Kilrain and his 
friends. 

Kilraia spent the afternoon aad evening 
in walking, punching the bag, and playing 
billiards. He retired at 930, to be called at 
fs.lL, the Southern Express, by whioh ho 
goes to Now Orleans, leaving ti 7s.it 
ih*rp.

Upon his arrival he will be greeted by tbe 
President of the slab aad n delegation of 
Us members, escorted to the epacions club 
hones, where quarters bar# been provided 
for him and hia trainers. .

aociatioa, wbo baa been her* line* A tear 
daya after tha flood, this evening addressed 
a letter to Dr. Fanny Dickinson, P r asid tet - 
at to a Women's Illinois Medical Sanitary 
Association, ia whioh she severely en ti ties * 
the actions of tb* State officer* tor their 
alow action in the matter of alleviating dis¬ 
tress in the valleys. She advises the people 
of Chicago not to send thair donations to tho 
State Committee, bnt to give tha tand lying 
in that city to some at their pa bite officiate, 
for distribution among the needy ones. By 
doing this, President Jerome says, tha peo¬ 
ple will get the money. 

The letter wa* written in reply ia on* re¬ 
ceived from Dr. Diekiaaon, ia whieh tha 
latter stated there waa a strong probability 
that tha Chicago fend would be tamed over 
to the Braidwood, Ill., striking caul miasm. 
In hac letter Dr. Jerome says: p 

A n.Aix-aroxKx woman. . 

. In my going from house to house *a-day,I 
found six or eight people ia erery dwelling 
lying on the floor, without oomforta, pillows og 
sheets. . It is an absolute fact that a groat 
many of tha peoplt are worse off to-day thaw 
they were the day after the flooA Then thefl 
were so dased that they oould not realise their 
condition. I do not understand where tb* 
money la, and why It is not expended for tha 
comfort of the people. In New York Cltg 
alone there were over a half million dollars 
donated in 14 days. The people who gave that 
had better make inquiry as to where It Is going. 
Tt)« money is not needed six months from now, 
and If tha present state of affairs 
Is kept ap 14 days more, the 
moral character of the people of Johnstown and 
vicinity will be mined. The scenes of desola¬ 
tion drive men to drink and women to vice. 
N lne out of ten of the people have not a room 
of their own. and are only Urine on the suffer¬ 
ance of their charitable neighbor*. Tbe con¬ 
dition of those living In tent*Is worse.

W# would 
plaoe them under a oorps af efficient teacher* 
and Burses, but tb* only objection to tb* 
scheme is that the wage* of the teachers are 
not provided for. W* would Uke to have two 
matrons from the Eastern day nurseries. There 
is not a woman here who could manage the 
work. By reading the children to reboot it 
will give their mothers a chance to clear up 
their house*, and would keep the children 
away from scenes of vice. As we have rags 
enough her* among poor clooung to sqnply the 
whole town with rag carpet, we oould employ 
the larger children cutting and sewing rags.

“Tramps” exclaimed Colonel Spangler, 
when he got his breath, “and do yon mean 
to tell me this calamity has t ouched yoa ao 
that you will work?” 

“This, sir, waa more than we eenld stand,” 
replied Donnelly. “We will work here as 
long aa yoa want ms." 

Donnelly and his companion were as¬ 
signed to the Millville morgue. The latter 
left several daya ago, bat Donnelly has re¬ 
mained, working steadily and faithfully 
every day. Only yesterday he appeared at 
Dr. Sillman's headquarters and told him 
that John Miller, one of the employes at the 
morgue, was stealing goods. He told the 
doctor the man Intended to leava to-day and 
ha would have to be caught soon.
